We are not surprised to learn that the 
people of New Oricans have accepted 
the situation, and “are aequiescing In 
the condition of affairs.” 

A resort to force to right their wrongs 
would have resulted in greater troubles 
than those they are at present: eXx- 
perieneing. © As a remedy, such a Course 
would have been fruitless, impolitic and 
iliegal. 

The people of Lousiana, even if they 
were inclined to take such a rash and 
violent step, are not in a sittation to 
resist by force the adherents of Pinch- 
back, supported as they are by the 
whole military power of the national 
government. What else could the 
people do but yield to the imperious 
demands of the dusky Pisehback, and 
the tyranical order of a subsidized 
Federal Judge ? 

It would be insanity to advocaic the 
of forcible resistance to the 
arm of the Executive of the 
by a portion of the people 
of a singie State, when nearly an 
equai numberof the citizens 
composed of the most ignorant and 
malignant classes, are in sympathy and

actual co-operation with the Fed- 
eral authorities. Hence it would 


have been the height cf folly and mad- 
ness fur the Louisianians to inaugurate 
a reign of bloodshed and cruel destruc- 
tion ot lifeand property, by resisting 
the bayonet law which is now clutching 
at their throats. 

Theretore, an acquiescence on their 
part in the present condition of affuirs 
is the only alternative left them. But 
even if this were nut so, we should op- 
pose revolutionary violence in any 
event. To the Courts alone should there 
be a resort for all matters of difference 
arising on questions of law and gov- 
ernment, and an appeal to arms should 
never be made by any State or nation, 
until all other remedies have been tried 
and proved abortive. 

Private and public wrongs should be 
redressed peacefully, honorably and 
constitutionally. The wltima ratio 
requm, the sword, should be put 
away from public sight, in the 
march of civilization amd human 
yrogress, and mankind should be 


of barbaric inhumanity. 

The people of Louisiana must accept 
the situation, not only because they are 
powerless to resist the Federal power, 
but because it is their duty to appeal 
first to the Courts below, and 1f justice 
is denied them, to look to that bigher 
tribunal, the Supreme Court of the 
United States, for redress their 
wrongs. If the law itself sanctions the 
extraordinary course of Durell, and the 
Supreme Court so decides, then the only 
remedy will be a repeal of the unjust 
law, at the earliest practicable moment. 
If the unjust law is not repealed, but 
remains upon the statute books in all 
its revolting features, then there must 
be still submission to oppression and 
outrage, rather than add to the horrors 
of the situation by a vain and bloody 
resistance.
